line 8), "to realize" (claim 1, lines 9 and 10), "during course of closing displacement" 
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(claim 1 , line 20), "the plurality of cutting tool elements; the central opening 
formed... elements: (claim 2, lines 2-5), "an A sliding surface, and a B sliding surface 
and a B top wall surface" (claim 3, lines 7 and 8), "the A sliding surface slides on the B 
Sliding surface.... B top wall surface" (claim 3, lines 10-13), etc. Clarification is 
requested. 



Allowable Subject Matter 



Claims 1-7 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the 
rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, set forth in this Office action.
